Couwenow 
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Rogers Brook Question 


The board of public works wisely decided to ask the vo- 
ters, once again, about Rogers brook and related drain- 
age. 

Although there is every reason to feel, as some mem- 
bers did, that the voters had their chance to act and lost 
it through indifference, it still makes sense to again dis- 
cuss the problem. 

For drainage is possibly one of the two important items 
in the town today. The voters last year certainly thought 
it important and voted a lot of money for the purpose. 

That enough money was not available through the town 
meeting’s action was not the fault of the voters — rather 
it was a slip-up somewhere in the estimates plus the ris- 
ing costs of materials and labor. 

Now, the town has estimates based on bids received 
last fall. Most contractors are agreed that lesser prices 
can’t be obtained — that, if anything, the costs will have 
jumped again, but only slightly. So we at least can con- 
sider the articles, with perhaps a 10 percent increase 
over 1955 costs, as being fairly sound. 

Then, the voters can take a long look at the drainage 
problem and attempt to arrive at a conclusion, once and 
for all. 

We felt last fall that the additional funds needed to 
complete the job should be appropriated. We still feel that 
way. 

Members of the BPW have several times pointed out that 
fixing Rogers brook in one place won’t stop another sec- 
tion from overflowing — in fact, some repairs may be 
worse than none at all if the job isn’t started in the right 
place and taken to a satisfactory conclusion. 

Thus, we believe it to be important to put up enough 
money to complete the sections of Rogers brook that 
are now crumbling and worn — so that faster running water 
in one section, because of improvements, won't further 
destroy another part of the system. 


One Town Meeting 


We salute the decision of the selectmen to call only one 
town meeting, rather than the double town meeting tried 
last year. 

It was said by some that voters with an interest in mat- 
ters coming up at the second meeting didn’t bother to at- 
tend the first while many, going to the initial meeting, 
failed to perform their town meeting duties on the second 
night. 

Thus we believe, as the selectmen apparently do, that 
it is better to have all special articles in one warrant so 
that all interested voters will attend in a body and act on 
each article — rather than just on the few they may be 
specially interested in.

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On Town Manager System 


An obviously pro-town manager 
audience of more than 75 men and 
women heard a detailed descrip- 
tion of the town government now 
and what it might be under a town 
manager at a meeting last Wednes- 
day night in the library. 

The only outright dissent came 
from Selectman J. Everett Collins, 
who charged that the only time a 
town asks for a manager is when 


it is ‘“‘sick’? — and he insisted 
that Andover certainly isn’t sick, 
financially. 


As various speakers made tell- 
ing points in favor of the manager 
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system, the audience broke into 
applause, although it was obvious 
that not all of those in attendance 
joined in the enthusiasm for the 
plan. 


Presented Facts 

At the outset of the meeting, 
Committee Chairman Howell Still- 
man told the group that his mod- 
erator-appointed committee would 
present the facts of present town 
government; details of the man- 
ager form, executive-secretary 
type and then would answer ques- 
tions from the floor. 

Member CC. Carleton Kimball 
described the present town govern- 
ment followed by Wallace Bri- 
mer’s description of the  so- 
called executive-secretary type of 
government. Atty. Thomas Sulli- 
van told the gathering about the 
manager plan, detailing the powers 
and duties of the manager andcom- 
paring them with present town 
boards and departments. 


Manager Appointments 

Most startling in the compari- 
sons was a list of the elected 
town officials who would be ap- 
pointed by a manager. On the ros- 
ter was the town clerk, tax col- 
lector, treasurer, planning board, 
accountant, assessors, boards of 
health and welfare and a host of 
lesser officers such as the build- 
ing and wiring inspectors, dog of- 
ficer, various trustees and in- 
spectors. The present town clerk 
is on tenure, it was explained, 
but his successor would be ap- 
pointed rather than elected. 

The manager would have charge 
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Many Questions 


of the public works department, 
with broad, general policy matters 
of public works resting with a 
fiveeman board of selectmen. He 
would be in charge of all purchas- 
ing, including purchases for the 
schools on requisition by that de- 
partment. School custodians would 
come under his authority as would 
maintenance of school buildings 
and supervision of school con- 
struction after close cooperation 
with the school committee. 

The police and fire departments 
would come under his control with 
appointments being made by the 
manager instead of the selectmen. 


Remaining constant, however, 
would be the power of town 
meeting — to regulate expendi- 


tures and pass on special ar- 
ticles. 

The school committee would be 
elected, but no member could be 
a town employee or town official. 


That same restriction would be 
placed on the selectmen, finance 
committee and moderator. The 


FinGom would remain under the 
control of the moderator,as it is 
now while that town official would 
be elected as he is at present. 

School committee members cur- 
rently serving terms on the board 
could serve out their term, des- 
pite their status as town employ- 


ees or officials. 


In their first full look at the 
plan which may be presented to all 
the voters by November, those 
attending the meeting heard com- 
mittee members answer pertinent 
queries relating to the manager 
system. Some of the answers 
were: 

A manager for Andover probably 
would cost between $8-10,000 an- 
nually. 

The town manager charter would 
by written by the committee, based 
on many that have been written 
and adopted for towns in Massa- 
chusetts but with specific pro- 
visions for Andover problems 
where needed. 

Checks and balances between a 
manager and his appointees come 
from the finance committee’s 
scrutiny of town budgets and of- 
ficials’ activities; from the select- 
men and through the elimination of 
double office holding. 

There probably would be no sav- 
ing as a direct result of changing 
to manager form of government. 
Better direction of town business 
and suitable planning for the fu- 
ture would result.

The town couldn’t keep a good 
manager without constantly bid- 
ding against some other town or 
city which wanted his services. 

Members of the committee 
pointed out that the selectmen who 
hire the manager are also in a 
position to fire him but he may 
ask a public hearing at which 
they must state their reasons. Fol- 
lowing the hearing, the selectmen 
may vote to fire the manager and 
he has no recourse. 

Collins Suggestions 

Mr. Collins’ objections were 
based on the grounds that a town 
of good financial standing doesn’t 
need a manager. He said Ipswich 


had one, when financial condi- 
tions were poor but asked that 
Ipswich not be compared with 
Andover. 


He suggested that the assess- 
ors be split apart from the select- 
men that the board of public 
works be abolished and its duties 
taken over by the selectmen and 
that the town clerk be returned to 
the board of selectmen as its 
clerk. 

Those three proposals, he in- 
sisted, would be all that is nec- 
essary to streamline the present 
government. 

‘‘We don’t need a manager’’, he 
reitterated. 

No Criticism 

It was stressed during the com- 
mittee’s presentation that the 
facts of town government and the 
details of the manager plan were 
not to be taken as a criticism of 
any town board or official nor of 
any employee of the town. Mem- 
bers several times stated their be- 
liefs that the town is well run. 

But Chairman Stillman told the 
gathering, in reference to a man- 
ager being needed only when 
‘*sick’’, that, if that be the case, 
perhaps it would be better to have 

one before the sickness came. 
Forthcoming Action 
The chronological sequence by 


which the town could act on the 
manager plan was described 
| thusly: 

The committee will report to 


the town and, if action is needed, 
| an article would be placed in the 
| warrant. 

| It would call for authority for 
the committee to ask the legisla- 
ture to authorize the town to vote 
on town manager. 

A suggested charter would be 
included in the bill before the leg- 
islature, upon which public hear- 
ings would be held,

The mem- 
bers of the board feel an obliga- 
tion to keep the library’s building 
needs before the town and to try 
to get favorable action upon them 
in 1956"', a library statement 
declared. 

The plans for the expansion 
were drawn by the firm of Shep- 
ley, Bulfinch, Richardson and 
Abbott and propose an enlarge- 
ment through a one-story addition 
to the front, with sidewalk-level 
entrance; two story addition to 
the west and interior alterations 
which would result in a flexible 
and economically operated build- 
ing, the report asserted.
